McKINLBY CAPTTJK1SS THE 


A. P. 
A.'S. 


la the early part of the contest for the 


Republican nomination for President 
the American Protective Association 
was organized in aotne sections of the 
country, notably in the South, in support 
of McKinley ; but at a Inter period the 
attitude of the several Republican can- 
didates for President was investigated 
by a aub-committee of the Advisory 
Hoard that made an official proclama- 
tion denouncing McKinley, and declar- 
ing that the membars of. that order 
could not support him. 


An aggressive battle was made against 


McKiuley by prominent representatives 
of. the A. V. A. organization, but extra- 
ordinary efforts were made by McKiu- 
ley's friends to make inroads in the or- 
der and bring out counter-statements, 
and the matter was fully canvassed be- 
fore the meeting of the Supreme Coun- 
cil that ia now in session in Washington. 
When the Supreme Council met, the 
comifiitlee that had made the report 
against MeKinley reaffirmed it, but the 
Advisory Hoard took definite action on 
the subject on Saturday, and reversed 
the decision of the committee and restor- 
ed McKinley as au eligible Presidential 
candidate within the ciicle ol' the A. P. 
A. organization. 


The olliciul report made by the Na- 


tional Advisory Board ot the Supreme 
Council on the McKinley question ad- 
mits that the accusations made against 
McKinley were "sustained by the evi- 
dence in possession of the executive com- 
mittee of this boaid at the time of the 
publication," but it adds that a special 
committee of the order had interviewed 
McKinley on the subject, and that he 
"denies and explains the greater part of 
the matter contained in said evidence, 
which statements are accepted by this 
board." 


The most important feature of this 


official report made by the National Ad- 
visory Board of the Supreme Council of 
the A. P. A. organization, is in the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 


"Said committee also reported that in 


said interview with Governor McKinley 
he fully and unequivocally indorsed the 
piiuciples of this order and in order that 
no injustice may be done him, we recom- 
mend that so much of this action as may 
be deemed wise be given to the press for 
publication." 


Here we have the admission that the 


evidence that induced the committee to 
declare McKinley unworthy of the sup- 
port ot the oiganization was regarded as 
conclusive at the time, but at a confer- 
ence had with McKinley by a special 
committee, he denied and explained 
"the greater part" of the accusations, 
and his statements were accepted. 
We 


also have as another result of this inter- 
view' between a special committee of the 
order and McKinley, the distinct state- 
ment that "in said interview with Gov- 
ernor McKinley he fully and unequivo- 
cally indorsed the principles of this or- 
der." 


When or where this interview was had 


is not stated, and that it was held in 
secret is evidenced from the fact that 
the public had no knowledge of it what- 
ever, and the purpose to conceal from 
the public the fact such conference was 
held is sustained by McKiuley's declara- 
tion, made in Cleveland on Friday even- 
ing last, that he had never had such in- 
lei view and had never been asked to 
meet such a committee. 
Unless Mc- 


Kinley has been falsely reported in all 
the public jonnirils on this point, he flat- 
ly contradicts the official statement of 
the Advisory Board of the A. P. A. 
order. 


The fact that ar. order embracing in 


its membership several millions of votes 
has thus officially changed its attitude 
toward a prominent Ptesidential candi- 
date, after admitting that the evidence 
originally furnished the order in con- 
demning him, clearly proves that there 
has been a conference either with Mc- 
Kinley or with those assuming to repre- 
sent him, although the official report 
states that the committee conferred with 
McKinley in person. 
The result of that 


interview is assumed to warrant the A. 
P. A. oiganization in making public 
proclamation thai McKinley "fully and 
unequivocally indorsed the principles ot 
this order." 


It was entirely proper for McKinley to 


declare his belief in the principles of the 
American Protective Association if such 
are his convictions, but there can be no 
excuse for a Presidential candidate se- 
cretly conferring with a secret 01 sanita- 
tion, and there Riving positive p'edges 
of fidelity lo the principles and purposes 
of the order, when he lefusea to express 
an opinion on the question of honest 
money because it would be improper for 
a Presidential candidate to give pledges 
on any question of public interest before 
his nomination. 


If McKinley can pledge himself in se- 


cret to a secret organization to ostracise 
hundreds of thousands of American citi- 
zens simply because of ihe accident of 
their birth or their religious faith, many 
of whom are as patriotic and faithful to 
the goveinment as himself, it ought not 
to be difficult for him to pledge himself 
in favor of houest money, and thus give 
confidence to the country and to the 
world in the maintenance of the public 
and private credit of the American gov- 
ernment and people.—Phila. Times.

The Democratic Party. 


The Democratic party is a hundred 


years old. When Washington was twice 
elected president there was really no 
party in existence for it is not usually 
said there is a party when there is not 
an organized opposition to the desires of 
any number of the people; though it is 
generally said the Federal party was in 
existence at that time. 
In 1700 the 


Republican party—the progenitor of the 
present Democratic party—was organiz- 
ed when Jefferson antagonized Adams. 
In 1800 Jefferson and the Republicans 
beat the Federal party and it disappear- 
ed as a strong factor in politics, dying 
in 1810. 


The Democratic party has seen others 


beaten and slink away out of sight while 
it lived on to be probably the oldest un- 
changed political party in the world. 
The Republican (Democratic) party was 
uniformly victorious and elected in suc- 
cession Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and 
John Quincy Adams, the latter being 
chosen by the House. In 1820 and 1821 
there were no candidates except Repub- 
licans. In some sections of the country 
the name of Democratic-Republican had 
been adopted Dy Republicans and in 
18-il they presented Jackson's name for 
President and called themselves Jackson 
Democrats. 
This was the first indica- 


tion of a Democratic party in presidential 
elections. 
Jackson 
was 
elected 
in 


that year, but as a Republican, and in 
1S28 was re-elected by the Democratic 
party, which thenceforward retained 
that name. 


The Whig parly was organized during 


Jackson's firstadministration,ljut did not 
become prominent until I83(i, when it had 
four candidates in the field against Van 
Btiren, who was elected. In IS 10 Hum- 
sou was elected as a Whig, as was Taylor 
in 1818 
In 1852 Winfield Scott was 


this party's successful candidate, after 
which the party disappeared. 


The Anti-Mason party was born in 


IblW, but lasted only a short time, as did 
the National Republicans (organized 
1828,) the Liberal (18-10,) the Free Soilers 
(1818.) Free Democrats (1852,1 Amnri- 
cans (ISoC,) Unionists (ISfiO.) Green back- 
ers (1876) 
The present Hepublican 


party was organized in 18oO, when Fre- 
mont was its candidate. 


Thus the Democratic party is the only 


one which continued in successful exist- 
ence since its organization. First known 
as the Republican party it became, with- 
out change of organization or principles, 
the Democratic-Republican and then the 
Democratic.— York <ia'wtti. 


The Cardinal on the A. 1'. A. 


lie Ansnci-.. Onestioiis Asked In- a Jtepub- 


lii-an. 


Washington, D. 'J., May ]S.—Through 


Rev Dr. Stafford, of St. I'atrick'achurch, 
this city, a prominent Republican, who 
held a foreign mission under President 
Harrison, addressed several questions to 
Cardinal Gibbous relative to the recent 
denials ot religious liberty and attacks of 
the A. P. A. on the Catholic citizens of 
the country. The Cardinal sent the fol- 
lowing reply, under yesterday's date, 
from Baltimore : 


My Dear Sir: It is the duty of the 


leaders of the political parties to express 
thenuelves without any equivocation on 
the principles of religious freedom which 
underlie our Constitution. 


Catholics are devoted to both the great 


political parties of the country, and each 
individual is lett entirely to his own con- 
science. We are proud to say that in the 
long history of Ihe Government of the 
United States this great Catholic church 
has never used or perverted its acknowl- 
edged power by seeking to make polities 
subserve its own advancement. 


Moreover, it is our proud boast that 


we have never interfered with the civil 
and political rights of: any who differ 
from us in religion. We demand the 
same rights for ourselves, and nothing 
more, and will be content with nothing 
less. 


Not only is it the duty of all parties 


distinctly to set their faces against the 
false and uu-Anieriean principles thrust 
forward of late, but. much as I would 
regret the entire identification of any 
religious Body, as such, with any political 
party, I am convinced that the members 
ot a religious body whose rights, civil 
and religious, are attacked, will natuial- 
ly and unanimously espouse the cause of 
the parly which has the courage openly 
to avow the principles of civil and relig- 
ious liberty according to the Constitu- 
tion. Patience is a virtue. But it is not 
the only virtue. When pushed too far it 
may degenerate into pusillanimity.

Thirty-two years ago yesterday the 


North was eagerly watching the Army 
of the Potomac. 
The repulse in the 


Wilderness had occurred on the 5th, nth, 
and 7th, and from the beginning of 
Grant's advance, to June 30, the Army 
of the Potomac had lost, in killed, 
wounded, and missing, :;fl,()00 men. The 
North was being heard from in angry 
gusts of passion at the unprecedented 
"butcher's bill," but the iron soul of 
Grant was undaunted by thecensureand 
clamor. 


"I will fight it out on this line"—lie 


meant his left-flank movement on Rich- 
mond—"if it tukes all summer," he lei- 
egiapheil Secretary Slanton. 
And he 


did. 
lie knew that, ordinarily, three 


men can overcome one. His policy was 
silence and attrition, lie meant to grind 
Lee's gaunt, ragged veterans to powder 
between the upper and nether millstone. 


The unveiling of (ien. Hancock's stat- 


ue yesterday recalls one ot the most ter- 
rible conflicts of the war—the fight at 
"the bloody angle," in Lee's hue, near 
Spottsylvania Court House. 


In the Confederate line, as located by 


Gen. 
Lee, there was a faulty place. None 


knew it better than the Confederate 
clm;f. Two days lx:fore the battle, Gen. 
Lee, with Gen. JI. L. Smith, who, April 
10. had been sent to the Army of Nor- 
thern Virginia, as chief engineer, aud 
Gen. Walter II. Stevens, engineer officer 
on Lee's staff, rode along the Confeder- 
ate lines. 
About midway the three 


halted. 


"I know what you are about to say, 


General," said Lee to Gen. Smith. 


"I was thinking," the other responded, 


diflidently, "that this angle"—pointing 
to a place where the line took on the 
shape of a widely inverted V—"is the 
weak point in your disposition. It cer- 
tainly is the only one I have noted as 
yet." 


"Yes, I know it," the Confederate 


commander answeied, "but I could not 
avoid it. And if Humphreys"—a con- 
summate engineer oliicer, then chief of 
staff of the Army of the Potomac— 
"should see this, the brunt of the Feder- 
al attack will be here." 


In his reconnoissance of Lee's line, 


Humphreys had seen it. 


At midnight, May 12. the Second Corps 


was silently moved from its position, and 
two divisions—Biruey's and Barlow's— 
were put into marching columns. The 
night was warm and pitch dark. They 
were to assault the Confedeiate line at 
the faulty angle at dawn of day. So 
dense was the darkness, aided by a thick 
fog, that nothing could be seen, and 
there was great danger that the enter- 
prise might become a bad blunder. The 
troops dared not wait until day began to 
break, for then they would be over- 
whelmed. 


The evening before the assault Gen. 


Hancock rode over most of the ground 
alone, and succeeded in making a %ery 
satisfactory examination. A residence, 
called the Landrum housi", he noticed, 
was a prominent landmark of the neigh- 
borhood, lie fixed its location r.irefully 
in his mind. It was well he did so. 


"I guided my movements by that 


house," he said lo Col. Richard Lee years 
after, "and I do not know how I could 
have found my way but for it." 


Gen. Ed. Johnson's division of E well's 


corps was holding the difficult place. 
Poor fellows, they were dog tired with 
three days of haul lighting, and weak, 
for they had no food but parched corn. 
So the Federal advance absolutely step- 
ped over the sleeping, half-starved centre 
lines without waking them, and finally 
reached the work itself. There they en- 
couuteied a vigilant line of sentinels, 
who gave the alarm. 


The battle then began. The darkness 


and fog made it difficult to distinguish 
friend from foe. Hut'the kepi of the 
Union soldier marked him, while the 
Confederate was clearly indicated by his 
gray slouched hat. Not much firing oc- 
curred after the rush. It was man to 
man, with bayonel aud clubbed musket. 


"The dead were piled so high that they 


formed breastworks for both sides," says 
Gen. — now United States Senator- 
John B. Gordon. 
"In the history of 


modern war there is no record of an 
assault so bloody nor of one so boldly 
contested as that of May 12, 1804." 


After repulsing two attacks, the thiid 


rush was not to be overcome, and the 
Army of the Potomac scored its tirst 
triumph under Grant. Major Gen. Ed- 
ward Johnson's division lost very heav- 
ily, and he, with Gen, George II. Steuart, 
one of his brigade commanders, was cap- 
tured. 


"How are you, STed," said Hancock, 


holding out his band when the two gen- 
eral officers were brought to his quarters. 
(Hancock had the rare quality of looking 
fresh and clean, no matter how hot the 
work might have been in which he was 
engaged an hour before. Col. Osinau 
Latrobe of Longstreet's stall was an- 
other who was natty and well dressed 
always. Pelbam, Steuait's chief of ar- 
tillery, was of tbe same kind.) 
"I'm 


sorry for your misfortune, Ned, but if 
you had to be captured, I am pleased 
that it is my good fortune to entertain 
you." 


Johnson's fine eyes Qlled with tears. 


He and Hancock bad served together in 
the old Sixth Infantry on the plains years 
before, and bad been like Jonathan and 
David. Johnson was a Kentuckian, and 
was Hancock's senior by about ten years. 
"Thauk you, Hancock," he managed 
to say. 


"How are you, George?" Hancock 


said, turning to Steuart, whom lie had 
also known 'well in the old army. 


Now Sfeuarl, never loo amiable at any 


time, was humiliated by his misfortune 
of capture and mad nil through. lie 'lid 
not notice the outstretched hand of his 
captor, but drawing himself up to his 
full five feet seven inches, he replied : 
"Sir, I am Gen. Steuart of the Confed- 
erate army!" 


Hancock's face in an instant was 


scarlet. 
"Under any other circum- 


stances, Gen. Steuart, I should not have 
offered you my hand," was his only re- 
ply. 
"Pray be seated, gentlemen," he 


went on ; "we will have breakfast di- 
rectly. 
You know Col. Morgan [the 


corps inspector, an old army manj, aud 1 
wish to present Gen. Walker, my Adju- 
tant General." 


Hancock gave the two such a break- 


fast as they had not seen for mouths, 
save in dreams. Johnson gave Steuart 
a wigging at the first opportunity, and 
Steuart, who knew he had been wrong 
from the first, made the amende. 


"My God, Humphreys, are these men 


fighting like they do and with nothing 
but this to eat day afler day V" said Gen. 
Grant to the chief engineer of the army, 
the day after the battle, as he finished 
the inspection of a dozen Confederate 
haversacks. 


He found nothing in them but some 


parched corn.

Our Washington Letter. 


Editor* of Compiler: Secretary Olney 


has been using some plain language to 
Spain in connection with those Americans 
it proposed to execute as the result of a 
court martial in Cuba, and he is prepare* 
to talk still plainer if necessary to prevent 
punishment out of proportion to their of- 
fense being given them at the civil trial 
which Spain has promised them. 


Not a single Democratic member &f the 


House Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce voted for the Mahon Nica- 
ragua canal bill, which was this week or- 
dered to be favorably reported to the 


1 louse by that committee. That is cn-dit- 
able to the Democrats on that committee. 
It is a Republican bill, founded upon the 
Republican idea of public subsidies for 
private enterprise. It might as well ap- 
propriate $100,000.000 outright as to pro- 
vide government bonds to that amount, 
as it does, so far as the final result is con- 
cerned. With the example of the Pacific 
railroads before them the people of the 
country should not endorse another scheme 


loan tho public credit to private co-po- 


rationa. If Congress regards the building 
of tlio Nicaragua canai as a public neces- 
sity let it provide for buying the interest 
of the private company and for having the 
canal built by the government. Wo have 
already had enough of the results of gov- 
ernment partnership with private individ- 
uals. C/ar Keed has not yet indicated 
whether he will allow this bill to pass at 
this session. 


Senator Smith, of X. .f., returned to 


\Vjishington more convinced than ever 
that the llemocratHcanwin this year if they 
exercise care and discretion. Speaking uf 
the State convention in Now Jersey lie 
said: "The Democrats gathered at Ti""ii- 
ton with as much vim and spirit as they 
ever did. There were plenty of candidates 
for delegates to the National Convention, 
and among the rank and file there was a 
very general opinion that if the National 
convention would only do the right thing 
on the money r|Uestion there was hope of 
carrying New \ork, and that Connecticut 
and'New Jersey would certainly be in the 
Democratic fold." 


Kailroad men as a rule regard political 


conventions merely for the money they 
put into their coffers by the increase in 
travel. Hence, these words of a promi- 
nent railroader, now in Washington, con- 
tain not a little encouragement for Demo- 
crats : ''The premature capture of the Re- 
publican nomination by McKinley is kill- 
ing interest in the St. I-ouia convention, 
but the railroads will do much better busi- 
ness on account of the Chicago convention. 
Hie content over the financial question 
will be sure to attract interest and spf'Ui- 
tor>, and although Chictigo didn't know it 
at the time, .she got much the best conven- 
tion so far as attendance is concerned." 


The Democratic Senators — Harris, Vest

due to the reverend Pastor, Henry S. 
Christ, to say that he has: won and de- 
serves the praise not only of his own 
people but of the entire community for se- 
curing such a suitable and beautiful place 
of worship.

The first Catholic church built ia Get- 


tysburg was on a lot on West (now Wash- 
ington) street, donated by Jacob Norbeck. 
The building was forty feet long and thirty 
in width and was dedicated Oct. 2, 1880, 
and cost about $1,800. 
Itcontairied twen- 


ty pews, 
ft was torn down in 18.52. 


In IS,").'} a new church was erected on the 


present site. 
Jt was built of brick and 


wa- !» feet long by -IS feet wide and 10 
feet high, and co«t about ? 1,000. 
It was 


dedicated July H I , 1S-33. 
Under the care 


of its late pastor, the Very Kev. Jos. A. 
Boll, deceased, it was handsomely frescoed 
and ornamented with artistic burnt me- 
morial windows. On the 21st dav of Oct. 
IS'.M.the building was very much damaged 
by (ire. The lo's was much more than 
the insurance, but soon after it was burnt, 
its pastor, Rev. Jos E. Smith, and his 
people determined to remodel and beautify 
the edifice, and out of the ruins of tbe old 
church arose the present beautiful one 
which was dedicated last Wednesday. 


A few week^ after the (ire the Kt. Rev. 


Thomas McGovern, Bishop of llarrisburg, 
appointed the following building commit- 
tee : Simon J. Codori, George 10. Stock, 
F°q., John A. Livers, Capt. Win. .T. Mar- 
tin and Wm. Mayer. The committee at 
once took charge and solicited subscrip- 
tions.

beran in the latter part of November, 18U1, 
and by April 7, l.SUo, the work was com- 
pleted. The committee had entire charge 
of the work and finances. 
S. J. Codori 


being the treasurer solicited and collected 
nearly all the funds, and on the first of 
June, 1H'J5, they turned over everything 
to Rev. Henry S. Christ, who took charge 
as the permanent, rector the first Sunday 
of May, 18'Jo, and from that date he is 
entitled to full credit for what was done. 
The committee were discharged alter be- 
ing publicly thanked by their pastor for 
their energy and fidelity. The improve- 
ments consist of adding about thirt}'-seven 
feet to the iengtli of the church, two sac- 
risties, putting in steam heat, new win- 
dows, frescoing, altars, stations, statues, 
carpets, pews, &c. The entire cost was 
about $,9,000. The congregation consists 
of about seven hundred members. There 
is practically no debt, and everything is 
going on harmoniously, showing the cor- 
dia' relations existing between the pcop'e 


The following description of the church 


may prove of interest: It is situate on a 
lot of ground fronting on High street 75 
feet and running back ISO feet. The church 
is about 10 feet back from the pavement 
and has a space on either side of about 14 
feet. The building is -IS feet wide and VI" 
deep. 
It is surmounted by a Koinan cu- 


pola from which is clearly heard the daily 
tones of its musical bell. Its exterior ts 
exceedingly plain and judging from it no 
one would be prepared to behold the 
beauty of its interior. The entrance is by 
a centie door over which, on bnrntcolored 
.;lass, are the anchor, cross and heart, and 
the words—faith, hope and charity. 
The 


vestibule is about 8 feet wide and from it 
the step? lead to the choir and three doors 
open into the church proper. As the as- 
tonished visitor looks about him he cannot 
but be impressed by the interior, for it 
breaks upon his vision like a beautiful pic- 
ture, and he scarcely knows what to most 
admire. 
Some are most pleased with the 


bright coloring and blending of light and 
shade of the frescoing. The centre piece 
of the ceiling is a circular oil painting 
about 15 feet in diameter and represents 
the Assumption. In the centre of the cir- 
cle is the figure of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary in graceful robes of bright colors, 
and on either side are four angels, two 
singing and two offering palms and lillies. 
In the distance are the walls and houses of 
a city. The picture is after Raphael's 
Assumption. 


The altar piece is the Ascension. A life 


size figure of Christ clothed in red robes, 
accompanied 
by two angels, form the 


group. 
The first oil painting beginning at 


the left hand side near the B. V. Mary's 
altar is that of St. Luke, standing on a 
rock, preaching ; the second is St. John, 
with book and pen in hand, eagle at feet ; 
third, James Major, leaning on a staff ; 
fourth, St. Andrew, holding two crossed 
sticks forming letter X, (Greek Christos, 
Christ),fifth,St. Paul, leaning on sword, his 
foot restingon redhot anvil,in deep thought; 
sixth, St. Peter, holding a key ; seventh, 
St. Francis Xavier, robed as a Jesuit, 
showing his heart bleeding with love for 
God. Then turning up the centre aisle 
and looking to the right the 1st painting 
is St. James the less, a young faced man 
holding flowers, the olive branch; 2d, St. 
Thomas at the tomb, holding across; 3d, 
St. Bartholomew praying on the sea shore; 
•Ith; St. Matthew holding book and pen, 
angel at his feet; oth, St. Simon, reading, 
a saw on the ground; Oth, St. Mark, 
studying a scroll ; 7th, St. Barnabas lean- 
ing on a staff. 


The paintings are all about 6x3 feet, all 


the figures are standing and all are bare- 
footed. The paintings of the Apostles are 
after Overbeck. The entire church is 
tastefully frescoed. 
The artist was.- dolph 


Frei, and the cost was ?SOO. The fresco- 
ing waa the gift of St. Francis Xavier's 
Beneficial Society. 


There are 101 neat oak pews seating 600 


persons. The church is lighted by day 
by 12 memorial windows. As you enter 
the vestibule at the right hand the first 
window is in memory of John Martin and 
wife, emblem—angel leading a child, and 
two angels adoring the Sacred Ileart, As 
you enter the church at same side the 
window of F. S. Burner and wife repre- 
sents St. Michael casting the Devil out of 
Heaven, also shows a bishop clothed with 
robes, holding a cross. Next comes that 
of Andrew Stock and sons, with figures 
of Christ and St. John the Baptist. The 
next window has a dove, the Sacred Heart 
and a dove over a baptismal font. It is 
the gift of George E. Stock and wife and 
John A. Livers and wife. 


The window erected to the memory of 


Very Kev. Joseph A. Boll, V. F., has for 
its top emblem a chalice host and grapes 


and on one half a bible, cross and crown 
on the other half a sheaf of wheat. It 
the (;ift of one of his friends. 
The firs 


sanctuary window shows a chalice an 
cross and was presented by James I 
Rider, the other represents the sacred fac 
and is the gift of Nelson Flaharty, Th 
next side window is the gift of F. T 
Wassem and wife. 
The emblems ar 


"I. H. S,'1 a pair of scales and a two cross 
keys. A beautiful heart and flowers is th 
top emblem and a cross and anchor ar 
the emblems of the next window whic 
was presented by S. J. Codori and wife 
The window to the memory of Nichola 
Codori has a figure of St. Nicholas, as 
bishop, and also one of the Blessed Virgin 
and child. Joseph Jacobs and wife gav 
the window upon which is burnt a (igur 
holding a book and chalice, and St 
Joseph leading the infant Savior. 


The 14 stations which adorn the wall 


are of composition in colored relief. They 
are very fine representations and cos 
$300. They were donated by individuals 


The church is lighted by gas and elcc 


tricity, and the one handsome chandelie 
was paid for out of the proceeds of Kev 
Fr. Christ's lecture on St. Francis, the 
other is the gift of S. J. Codori. 
The 


Baptismal font is a handsome design 
cost $55, and is the gift of E. P. Wisotzkey 
and wife. A beautiful communion rail o 
oak separates the 
Sanctuary from the 


church. 
It cost $50, and is the gift o 


Lewis E. Kummerant. The new Sanct- 
uary is 44x«4. The beautiful velvet carpet 
which covers the floor is the generous 
gift of 
Martin Winter. 
The

uary lamp was presented by Mrs. Isaiah 
Frommyer. Charles II. Comfort was the 
builder of the altars. 


Within the Sanctuary are three altars, 


all painted white and chastely ornamentec 
in gold. The main altar is 20 feet long, 
17 high and 7 deep. It has three canopies 
beautifully hand carved. 
They are all 


supported by graceful columns. A cross 
rises from the main canopy. Those on 
either side are 
intended for statues, 


flowers, etc. A set of handsome candle 
sticks adorns the altar. These are also the 
gift of the Beneficial Society and cost 
about $300.

statues of the Sacred Heart and of St. 
Francis Xavier, and these are the gifts of 
Miss Ella Carver. To the right is the

There is considerable loss ia mauur 


in summer, due to heating, and it i 
essential that the absorbent materials b 
line. Dry dirt is one of the best sub 
stances to use with manure, and it' th 
weather is very dry cold water may b 
applied to manure heaps if the heatinp 
of the materials is too great. Attentioi 
is called to this matter because there i, 
a great loss of ammonia from all ncianun 
heaps that are neglected, and this los 
occurs more rapidly during periods o 
drought and heat than in winter. Rain 
serve to prevent loss because water ab 
sorbs ammonia, but when the heap i 
densely packed and the rams run off, 
no 


enough moisture enters the heap to pre 
vent heating. When the heap is forke< 
over and additional absorbnient materia 
added it is not only loosened and cooled 
but more air and moisture also enters 
and the disintegration of the material 
occurs more perfectly and more slowly 
It is an advantage to have all the matte 
composing tbe heap to decompose, bu 
this process should be controlled, if pot 
»ible, so as to avoid "fire-flinging." 


When coarse manure is spread on tli 


soil the benefits are not received unti 
tbe next season, as it is necessary for th 
sutetauces composing the manure tc 
thoroughly decompose before they cai 
become available ; therefore the manner 
iieap of this year is really the prepariuj 
of the plant food for next season. Whei 
fresh manure, however, is spread on th 
land and then worked into the soil witl 
a cultivator, it may be ready for use be 
fore the cror matures, aud thus assist ii 
(illing out the grain, but any coarse ma 
tevial in the manure will remain in tl. 
ground until next year. The soil at 
sorbs and holds ammonia, thus prevent 
ing loss, and especially it' the manure i 
intimately incorporated with the soil 
Thy amount of rainfall and warmth wil 
also affect the decomposition of manun 
in the soil, while lime also assists in has 
tuning its conversion into plant food. I 
is necessary when using manure to keej 
In view the fact that it must be in prone 
condition to immediately supply th 
plants 
with available materials fo 


growth. 


Fertilizers can be used in connectioi 


with manure to advantage, 113 they ar 
easily applied and supply soluble plan 
food to crops with every lain, whicl 
forces growth from the start and enable 
the roots to more completely utilize th 
manure later on in the season. Farmer 
who have large amounts of manure havi 
contented themselves with the use of tin 
stable refuse alone, but if they will use 
both manure aud fertilizers they will se 
cure better results than from the use o 
either aloue. Where a farmer has beei 
careful to preserve his manure and pre 
vented loss of ammonia from overheat 
ing or the leaching of rains, he will hav 
available plant food, but the majority o 
them apply it in a coarse a.id crude con 
clition, the process of decomposition oc 
curriug in the soil instead of in the heaj: 
and in such cases fertilizers will ahvay 
pay, as they force the plants ahead fron 
the start aud fortify them to withstanc 
droughts and other drawbacks. 


CIXJVKK AND TI-MOTIIY. 


A. W. Steinrucfc, of Dauphin county 


writes in the I'l'iif'-ifdl l'\inn( /•: 


The principal crops grown for hay 


this section are timothy and clover 
Tlis farmers here sow timothy in tin 
Kail and clover in the Spring. Timotlr 
almost always makes a good stand whet 
yown in the Fall with the wheat, and 
of course, that seems to be tiio propei 
time for sowing it. 
15ut to get a gooi 


stand of clover on our sandy soil is not 
an easy matter. The farmers in this 
section, in general, sow clover some time 
in April, which is too late. They sow 
about throe qimrtsottiraothyaud an equa 
quantity of clover to the acre. The> 
should sow about six quarts of clover. 
This year I sowed about seven quarts of 
clover to the acre, but no timothy. I 
have no use for timothy. I sowed on 
(op of the snow this year. The alternate 
thawing and freezing gradually worked 
the seed into the soil. The seed did not 
.sprout until the ground was suiliciently 
warm, and after it was sprouted, the 
danger from freezing was not near so 
great as if the seed had lain ou top of 
the ground. 
Oue neighbor, who gets 


the best stand when sown in May 
threatened dire calamity, but I had the 
satisfaction of seeing my clover up and 
growing nicely before others had sown. 
I am no advocate of paa'uiring young 
clover. It would, no doubt, be a hem-tit 
on light soils if uot C'lrrit'd too far, but 
some fields are pastured until quite bare, 
which leaves them in poor condition for 
the Winter. 
Timothy should be cut 


when 
in 
bloom, or rather 
before. 


Neither timothy nor clover should be al- 
lowed to stand too long, as they become 
woody and seem to lose much of their 
nutritive value. We begin to cut clover 
not later than June -1st. 
Clover should 


not be left on the liekl until perfectly 


dry, 
as nothing but stems will be left 


when it is housed. Some thiuk clover 
hay difficult to cure. This is not a fact. 
I have sometimes cut in the morning. 
when the clew was off; and put away in 
the afternoon, aud there could have been 
no nicer hay. If packed tight in a close 
mow and left alone during the process of 
heating, there will be no danger of spoil- 
ing. Clover hay should be stacked prop- 
erly aud the stack should have a good 
covering of either boards or rye straw, 
if you cannot manage to have barn room 
for it. Timothy can be stacked with 
less danger of spoiling. I feed right 
from the mow, as cutting would not pay. 
Many farmers sell all the hay they can 
possibly spare, and this is the primary 
cause of their being so many rundown 
farms. When hay commands an extra 
price, it, no doubt, pays to sell hay and 
liuy fertility in some other form, but 
this is so often neglected. I prefer to 
feed all t IB hay and make sure of not 
robbing the farm. 
Most farmers place 


tuo high a value on timothy hay. 
They 


regard clover hay as well nigh worthless, 
when it is really the best hay we can pos- 
siblv make. 
Some claim clover hay 
causes heaves. 
It does not cause heaves 


quicker than any other hay. Any hay, 
if dusty, should be sprinkled. 
Most 


farms in this section aro starving for 
want of nitrogen, which could be sup- 
plied cheaply if ouly clover was sown. 
The farms l;»re, at best, have but little 
clover, and, in unfavorable seasons, there 
ia none at all. The majority of farmers 
hero let the sod remain two years. The 
second year they have nothing but 
timothy, the clover having all d'ed (if 
there was any there the first year;. The 
timothy eats up the tertility left by the 
clover Uiu preceding year, and iuore 
besides, and when they come to harvest 
their succeeding crop of uorn, or what- 
ever it may be, they find the fertility of 
that field has decreased instead of in-

MB. BONNEK ON SHOEING. 
When a certain science is a passion 


with a man, when lie has lovingly and 
conscientiously devoted thirty years of 
hard study to it, when he possesses every 
book written on tbe subject in any part 
of the world and sleeps with them in 
reach of his bed, that man knows where- 
of he speaks and his opinion ia worth 
having. All this applies to Mr. Robert 
Bonner, who probably knows more about 
horses' feet and horseshoeing tLan any 
man living. 


"In the first place," said the owner of 


Maud S. and Sunol, "Hie great secret of 
successful shoeing is—keep the foot level. 
A true hoof isi usually a sound hoof, and 
this simple rule is universally ignored. 
Keep the foot level; there is ths con- 
densed lore of a hundred veterinary col- 
leges in that sentence. 


"Now, as to the dreaded navicular 


disease. 
No man can tell, or ever will 


be able to tell, whether a horse has na- 
vicular disease or not, unless he dissects 
the foot. Fully two-thirds of the alleged 
uavieular diseases are merely sufferings 
caused by improper shoeing. 
Why when 


I>r. Lewis A. Sayre brought Lis hand- 
some mare Fanny Miller to me she had 
been lame for months. I examined her, 
drove her to tlte blacksmith's and had 
her shoes taken off, her hoof trimmed 
and the shoes reset. The mare was all 
right immediately and has never taken a 
lame slep since, yet before that one oi' 
the most prominent veterinarians in the 
city ad visi'd l)r. Sayre to get rid of her, 
as he said she would never be well again. 


"There's another point upon which 


tiie veterinary authorities unanimously 
agree, arid upon which they are entirely 
wrong. 


"That's a sweeping statement, isn't 


it V But it is truth itself. 


"Professor Williams, even, the British 


text book writer, HITS with the rest when 
he suys l.hat if you raise the heels of a 
horse's shoes you raise the animal'; 
ankle, and if you raise the toe you de- 
press the ankle. I've proved that it's 
wrong over and over again. Anyone 
reading their theory would think it reas- 
onable and apparently correct, but when 
you get the boues of a horse's leg, from 
the knee down, and test the theory you 
vvili see at once that it is and must be 
fallacious from the conformation of the 
hoises's boues. Therefore, when you 
raise the heel you depress the ankle, and 
when you raise the toe you raise the 
ankle also, all the colleges and gilded 
faculties in the world notwithstanding. 


"About spavin 'i 
Well, here's my 


opinion regarding it:. It's far too com- 


mon, 
and is brought about by the cruel 


and gross neglect on the part of the peo- 
ple whose duty it is to look after horses. 
It is absolutely impossible for a horse to 
throw out a spavin unless he Is too long 
in the too. The prevention, therefore, 
is rhe easiest of matters. 


"As for shoeing city horses, if properly 


done, a horse can go over hanl cobble 
stones and asphalt and keep his feet in 
proper condition. Hut it is seldom clone 
—hence the common cause of lameness, 
Lender feet and strained tendons. A city 
horse, whether for coach, car, or draught 
purposes should have three calks on each 
shoe, ouo, in front aud two behind. 
The 


front calk should be about half an inch 
from the toe, and the two hind calks 
should be about an inch each from the 
end of the shoe. Level the too properly 
and apply this shoe, and the animal will 
trot with confidence ;uul comfort aud 
counthjss accidents and falls will be pro- 
vented. 


The public lias laised a good deal of 


complaint lately regarding car horses. 
It's justified, for car horses should have 
calks on their feet. It will prevent slip- 
ping and straining ou the part of the 
horses and save the poor brutes torture, 
chilling, cobble pounding aud strained 
tendons. It's false economy on the part 
of the car companies, their present meth- 
od of shoeing. They thiuk that calks 
would cost more money aud need fixing 
oftener, but a horse will do much more 
work and keep better ou nine quarts of 
oats a day with calks on his shoes than 
he will ou twelve quarts of oats a day 
and wearing smuoih shoes. Then the 
horse will'last so much longer, so oue 
can easily see what penny wise and 
pound foolish policy the present system is. 


"A general misconception is the popu- 


lar impression that a miming or trotting 
horse lands on the ground ihit-footed. 
This should be corrected, for a man 
should know exactly how the foot works. 
In both running and trotting, as the foot 
lands, first the heel strikes the ground, 
then the toe—two distinct motions, aud 
so wonderfully quick that the foot seems 
to land flat. 


"1 repeat and emphasize the point— 


keep tliehorse's feet level. Forinstance, 
straired tendons are most common, and 
the horse is obliged to limp the pain is so 
great, aud there can be no pleasure in 
riding or driving a horse that is suffering 
at every step he takes. The most com- 
mon cause of distress is the fact of one 
side of (he shoe being higher than the 
other. This strains the sesamolidal lig- 
ament on the low side. The average 
veterinarians bathe and blister for this. 
The absurdity of this is evident, for un- 
til the strain is removed from that liga- 
ment all the bathing and,blistering in 
the world won't cure. 


"Yes, as you say, many people want 


to know how a saddle horse should be 
shod. Use a smooth shoe on him, ono 
without calks. Have the foot levelled 
properly, and do not go at any pace ex- 
cept, a walk on. paved streets ; when on 
mother earth then it's time enough to 
extend your speed. 


"A horse should have its weight even- 


ly suspended, and none of the sole should 
touch tbe ground. The foot is elastic 
aud contracts: arid expands, the frog be- 
ing especially porous aud elastic. Any- 
thing that tends to bind the foot is un- 
desirable. 
The trouble is, very few 


blacksmiths understand the conforma- 
tion and structure of the horses's foot, 
and how can they fit a shoe under such 
circumstances 'i 
lie tries to shoe all 


horses exactly alike and m.ikes no al- 
lowances fordifferences of conformation, 
which, though of the highest importance, 
are by him regarded as unworthy of 
notice."

Goou results are secured by a mixture 


of g'.-aiu when the use of one kind may 
not be. satisfactory. Variety in feed, 
specially in the summer season, enables 
the farmer to produce meat, milk and 
butter at the lowest cost, because the 
condition of the animals is always better 
when they receive a variety. It is not 
advisable to change from one kind of 
food to another, but to reduce the one 
vnd add something else. During the 
summer it is more essential to supply a 
full ratiou of green food than to allow 
;raln, as concentrated food is heating

AN old cow may be giving as good re- 


sults as one that is younger, and if so 
she should be retained as long as she 
can continue profitable, as she will not 
bring as good a price for beef as a heifer. 
Old cows are also more manageable, and

IF the soil requires nitrogen the cheap- 


est mode of securing it is to grow clover; 
but a farmer should not wait before sup- 
plying nitrogen to his soil. The clover 
nay be ready next season, but it will 
pay to use nitrate of soda or sulphate of 
immonia to get the desired results this 
season.

SECTION ll, No child or other person 


belonging to or residing will] the family 
of any person, or residing iu the same 
house in which any person may be lociit- 
ed, wliois suffering from cholera, small 
pox (variola or varioloid), scarlfit fever, 
typhua fever, yellow fever, relapsing 
fever, diphtheria, diphtheritic croup, 
membraneous croup, or leprosy, shall be 
permitted to attend any public, private, 
parochial, Sunday or other school in said 
municipalities; and all school principals, 
Sunday-school superintendents, or other 
persons in charge of such schools, are 
hereby required to exclude any aud all 
such children and persons from said 
schools, such exclusion to continue for a 
period of thirty days following the dis- 
charge, by recovery or death, of the per- 
son last alllicted in said house, or family, 
or his or her removal to hospital, and 
tbe thorough disinfection of the prem- 
ises; and all such children or other per- 
sons as aforesaid, before being permitted 
to attend or return to school, shall fur- 
nish to said principal or other person in 
charge of said schools a certificate signed 
by the medical attendant of said children 
or persons, or by a physician to be des- 
ignated by the health authorities of said 
municipalities, setting forth that the 
thirty days mentioned ia this section 
have fully expired. 


SECTION 12. All principals or othei 


persons in charge of schools, as afore- 
said, are hereby required to refuse the 
admission of any child to the school.'
